The pretty, short-haired girl in the bright green 
coat, who danced in the audience-participation part of 
the Schuhplattling at the recent Foggy Bottom Oktober- 
fest, will dance no more. Nor willshe write any more 
articles of last month’s ‘‘Maud Gonne’’ type about 
Adelaide Miller. 

Toni Baer was a vivacious. gentle, outgoing girl, 
who moved to Foggy Bottom only last June from New 
York, so well-bred that her accent didn’t give her 
away. At the same time that she filled out the appli- 
cation for an apartment at Washington Circle Building 
she expressed an interest in community involvement, 
and, with a Master’s degree in Literature, and work- 
ing toward her doctorate, volunteered to write for the 
FB News. Coincidentally at that time I was assistant 
manager of the building and welcomed anyone generous 
enough to volunteer, in contrast to so many people who 
have to be asked. 

One summery day last September Toni had turned 
her little car around the corner of the block where I 
was walking, honked the horn and yelled her con- 
gratulations to me for my marriage the previous month, 

Although Toni wore her skirts as short as any- 
body in her apartment building, they offended no one, 
because of her sincere, modest, feminine manner, and 
she had the kind of legs that made you glad she did. 

Late one night last fall, when The News was in 
the make-up stage before going to the printer, she had 
been interested enough in the paper to come by on her 
way home from participation in a Georgetown dramatic 
group to help Barbara and me with the paste-up. Be- 
fore I walked hér to her apartment door at 1:00 a.m. 
she had mentioned that, being from New York, she 
wasn’t afraid to be out at night.

Excess branches cutfrom Spring’s first-to-flower 
shrubs and trees can be putin a vase of water now and 
will burst into bloom before a week ends. Forsythia, 
Flowering Quince, Redbud and Magnolia are four of 
the best. 

The sorry sight of de-limbed American Sycamore 
trees (the ones with the mottled bark) along 25th St. 
is évidence of the harsh urban environment upon which 
trees as well as man depend, 

For man—who knows what to do? For streetside 
trees, bury a tile for each and copious summer water- 
ing. Then wash the limbs, branches andleaves as far 
up as the spray of your garden hose will reach. Do it 
often. 

Finally — in its STYLE section the Washington Post 
informed the public of the threat to their trees and 
shrubs by Wax Scale. Over a year ago the FB News 
was the first to mount a campaign of control. More 
will be said in this column prior to the time for spray- 
ing — when the Scale insects hatch out in early summer.
